TRAGEDY IN A PeROAso FLAT 


Wealthy Kentuckian Carries Out

Chicago, April 19.—Charles H. Sweeney, 
a@ wealthy cotton planter of Greenville, 
Ky., today. shot and killed. his wife and 
then committed suicide in-the apartments 
of his wife's sister, Mrs. W. P.: Phillips, 
wife of a Chjeago tobacco merchant, in 
the Dubuque fiats, Rush street, near the 
Granada hotel. 

Mrs. Sweeney left her home at Green- 
vile a month since, coming to Chicago, 
it is said, for the purpose of secur a 
legal separation. Sweeney is said to «di 
told his wife he would kill her if she 
persisted in aving for a divorcee. Sweeney 
reached Ch = shiermoraing and casried ‘ 
out

ago : this morning, during the tempo- 
rary absence of her sister, she went 
down town shopping. She returned at 9 4 
o'clock and, stepping into the apartments, 
was met by hér husband, who had Been 
admitted by Mrs. Phillips’s six year old. 

Sweeney grasped her wrist and 
pulled her inside. At the point of a re- 
volver he ordered the boy to run. Crying 
out that a murder was being committed, 
the child fled to the Granada hotel, but 
before help could arrive two shots were 
heard andthe hotel attaches found. the 
man and woman lying on the _ floor. 
Mrs. Sweeney was dead. and in a few 
moments the husband expired. 

Mrs. Sweeney was the daughter of 
Thomas P. Morgan, an extensive planter 
of Greenville. The Sweeneys were well 
known in Kentucky society, it is said. 

Was a Native of Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 18.—Charles 
Sweeney, who killed his wife and then 
committed suicide in Chicago today was 
a native and resident of Nashville. Swee- 
ney was a real estate dealer and had ac- 
cumulated considerable property. All of 
this, it is said by his friends, he had 
placed in his wife’s name. He was known 
to be deeply attachd] to her, and after 
their separation he stated to friends that 
he still believed in her and thought out- 
side influence had been responsible for 
her actions. Just before leaving here 
Sweeney said, in a conversation with a 
friend, that he had given his wife every 
dollar he had, and that he had been badly 
treated. He was going to make her a 
proposition for an equal division, ®« said, 
if she insisted on the divorce for which 
she had sued. If she did not accept, he 
declared, he intended to kill her. 


JUSTICE GRAY ON DIVORCE. 


What He Said in Opinion on, Ather- 
ton vs. Atherton. 


Washington, April 18.—The written opin- 
ion of Justice Gray, of the supreme court 
of the United Statés, on the divorce cases 
passed on by the court last Monday be- 
came available today, thus affording the 
first opportunity for inspection of Jus- 
tice Gray’s language. 

The only case of the three in which the 
court sustained the decree was that the 
Athertons had resided in Kentucky, but 
that the wife deserted her husband and 
returned to her home in New York. The 
husband brought suit jn Kentucky, his 
lawyer notifying or attempting to notify 
Mrs. Atherton of the action by sending 
her a copy of his petition through the 
mail.

THERE MAY BE A BATTLE. 


Six Hundred Miners on Way To 
Close Down Mines. 

Evansville, Ind., April 18.—About 
hundred coal miners, gathered from 
southern Indiana points, left here by 
steamboat for East Wood Landing. Ky.., 
tonight to endeavor to close down the 
unton mines in western Kentucky. The 
first point to which their attention will 
be directed is Sebree, which jis about 
two miles from the point of landing. 
About ten days ago the United Mine 
Workers of America in Kentucky adopted 
a new seale of wages, which is about 
33 per cent below the Indiana _§ scale 
adopted at Terre Haute some three weeks 
ago. This difference itn wages has 
caused a complete paralysis of the 
mines in southern Indjana. The object 
of the Indiana miners is to get the co- 
operation of the Kentucky miners in an 
adjustment of the differences, both being 
competitors in the same field of distribu- 
tion. The miners are said to be armed 
and- go with provisions to last several 
days. Trouble is feared. 

A dispatch from Barlington, Ky., tos 
night states that preparations are being 
made at Sebree and other -points to 
handle the invaders. Judge Hall, of 
Webster county, in which Sebree is lo- 
cated, not long since issued a proclama- 
tion against the menacing movements of 
bodies of men in that county. The judge 
has a reputation for firmness, as has 
City Marshal Biggs, and they. are expect- 
ed to act. 


WHY HE WAS NOT RE-ELECTED. 


Dr. Chrisman Tells About a Lecture 


He Delivered. 

Emporia, Kans.,.Anril 18.—Dr. Oscar 
Chrisman, who failed of re-election as 
professor by the regents of the Kansas 
State Normal school, it is said, because 
of a lecture he delivered at Ded Moines, 
Ja., last year, today made the following 
statement concerning the matter:’

Need of an Barly and Peaceful Settle- 
ment of the Oriental Question from the 
Standpoint of a Southern Manufacturer.” 

Dr. Charles W. Dabney, president of 
the University of Tennessee, spoke on 
“The Possibilities in Cotton.” Among 
other vrominent guests was Senator 
Pritchard. of .North Carolina. 

On. his arrival this morning Minister 
Wu was met at the dapot by a committee 
and escorted to the Clubrooms, where 
breakfast was served. After that he wae 
given a tour of the cotton mills of the 
city. In the afternoon he held a reception 
in the parlors of the ciwb. - 

In his address at the dinner tonight Mr. 
Wu gave a general review of the trade 
conditions between the south and the 
orient and of Chine’s importance as-a 
market fcr southern goods. After quoting 
from advance sheets of the censular re- 
ports for February, 1901. he said: 

.“Letge as is the amount of American 
cotton goods which China imports every 
year, it forms only sixth of the quan- 
Dots froma id. Indeed; oniy 
the outskirts of. ke cauntry have been 
entered. It is well-known that the bulk 
of the American goods is shipped to Man- 
churia and the province of Chi Li. Now 
Manchuria has a population of 7,000,000 
and Chi Li a population of 18,000,000. 
These are by no means the most thickly 
populated parts of the empire. Theré are 
seventeen other provinces of China 
proper, Many of which have a denser 
population than either Chi Li or Man- 
churia. There is no reason why American 
cotton goods cannot find as ready a mar- 
ket in the provinces of central and south- 
ern China as in the north. 

“It is manifest,’’ he said, ‘‘that the cot- 
ton growers and manufacturers of these 
southern states have not only gained a 
foothold in Manchuria and north China, 
but can, with a little effort, easily find a 
large market for their goods throughout 
the whole of central and south China. 
The only thing the American manufac- 
turer has to keen in mind is that he 
should make .goods suitable for the Chi- 
nese market. 

“If properly placed before the Chinese. 
American cotton goods will obtain the 
same foothold in southern China that 
thev have in northern. The present impor- 
tations are not nearly sufficient to meet 
the requirements. It must be borne in 
mind that the Chinese never wear wool— 
not even in the depth of winter: that. 
generally speaking. the entire population 
clothe themselves in eotton gll the year 
round, Their bedclothes, umbrellas and. 
in a few instances, boatsails. are made 
of cotton, and the consumption is prac- 
tically unlimited if they are made in ac- 
cordance with native requirements. The 
cloths should be a strong, coarse, un- 
bleached cloth, twenty-two inches widé 
retailable at about 5 cents gold a yard or 


6 cents goki per piece of nine yards. Theré™ 


is also a virgin market fora cotton cloth 
which, tanned, or otherwise treated. 
would prove rainproof. All cotton goods 
would have to be put up in lengths to 
suit the peculiar requirements of the trade 
for which they are designed, and such 
details could best be learned after having 
made a trial shipment. 

“The recent troubles 4m’ mnorth China 
have undoubtedly injured the American 
cotton trade in that country, for the mar- 
ket for such govds has become a@ vast 
camp for armed hosts. In the m§dst of 
warlike omerations, trade ang cummerce 
cannot continue to flourish. 6 restorda- 
tion of peace and order to that distracted 
region will be a boon not only to the in- 
habitants of north China, who have al- 
ready suffered untold losses and hard- 
ships. but also to southern planters, man- 
ufacturers and laboring men of all classes 
in this country, who depend upon the re- 
turn of the norma] trade conditions in the 
Chinese empire for their continued pros. 
perity. and I sincerely hope and trust 
that this will nor be long delayed.” 


What McLaurin Said.

New York, April 18.—A mass meeting 
was held in Carnegie hall tonight to form 
a new political party to be called “the 
Greater New York democracy.” The new 
party is formed to fight Tammany hall. 
John C. Sheehan, E. Ellery Anerson, 
Peter B. Olney and Joseph P. Daly were 
amipng the new persons who signed the 
eall for the meeting: About 2,000 paete 
were progent. 

Former: Surrogate R. S. Ransom e- 
sided. Following are the resolutions 
adopted by the meeting: 

*‘Whereas, Tammany hall is responstf- 
ble” for existing abuses in the adminis- 
tration of city affairs and its permanent 
overthrow is an essential prerequisite to 
the success of any attempt to secure bet- 
ter local government; therefore, 

‘Resolved, That this organization be and 
hereby is irrevocably pledged to oppose 
the election of any candidates at the com- 
ing municipal election nominated by the 
so-called democratic party and county 
convention to be called under the auspices 
of Tammany hall.”’ 

An address was issued by the meeting 
which scores the present city government 
and declares that Tammany has run up 
the annual expenses from $70,000,000 to $9S,-

The mayor voféd against reconsidera- 
tion, again breaking the tie, and the fran- 
chise ordinance now stands adopted, 
awaiting nothing but his signature to 
make it law. 

The fate of the électric lighting fran- 
chige having been settled the important 
question now arises as to whether it wil] 
be accepted or rejected by the Atlanta 
Raltiway and Power Company. 

Joel Hurt and: Captain R. J. Lowry, 
both of whom are extensively interested 
in the company to which the franchise 
has been granted, have recently been to 
Baltimore, where they discussed the mat- 
ter with the eastern interests, Mr. Hurt 
having returned to the city yesterday. 

The loca] interests in the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company are favorably 
inclined toward the franchise, and jf.the 
matter rested alone with them they would 
doubtless accept it without delay. There 
are other important interests to be con- 
sidered, however, and nothing definite 
with regard to what’action will be taken 
can be told unt@ the eastern interests are 
heard from. ) 

Action of ‘Aldermanic Board. —

Mayor Mims thought all the formalities 
show'’d be gone through without so as to 
avoid any possible difficulty in the future, 
This was done, and the ayes and nays 
were again called.

Mayor Mims will, of course, approve 
the franchise, and then it will be up to 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
as to whether or not it will accept it.

COMMITTEE MAKES ITS REPORT 


Carrollton Bar Pay Tribute to a De- 


parted Member. 

Carrollton, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—The 
committee appointed by Judge 8, W. Har- 
ris to prepare resolutions on the memory 
of Hon. W. M. Merrell. of the Carrollton 
bar, has reported. Colone] Merrell was 
the pioneer lawyer of western Georgia. 
He was born in Georgia in 1815, grew 
to manhood in the country and attended 
only the common schools of the country. 
He obtained a fair education and became 
a lover of classic literature and masterly 
disciple of’ Shakespeare and Goldsmith. 
He was admitted to the bar at the age 
of thirty years, in 1845, and with that fa- 
mous lawyer of western Georgia, Henry 
F. Merrell, his brother, enjoyed a lucra- 
tive practice throughout that section till 
the deaitth of his brother in 1870.. Colonel 
Merrel} continued in active practice till 
1883. . Colonel .Merrell was in the Georgia 
senate in 1868-9-70 and was chairman of 
the general judiciary committee. He died 
May, 1900, at the age of eighty-five sur- 
rounded by his sixteen children, all citi- 
zens of high character. 

Many beautiful trfbutes from the mem- 
bers of the bar were paid him by those 
who had been his disciples, associates and 
friends. He was consitered one of the 
safest and wisest counselors of his time 
by the whole country. His whole profes- 
sional career had been spent here, where 
he died.

Ninth Congressional District Is Be- 
ing Vigorously Worked by 
Both Factions. 


Huntsville, Ala., April 18.—(Special.)— 
Polfticians concede that the eighth con- 
onal district will give an overwhelm- 
ing majority next Tuesday in favor of the 
oconstitutinnal convention. Judge Walker 
and Hon. Emmet O'Neal, district demo- 
cratic candidates for delegates, have met 
with warm feceptions wherever they have 
delivered speeches. Congressman Rich- 
ardson had made a cinvase of the dis- 
trict and does not believe that any of 
the district counties will go against the 
convention. The most @gubtful county is 
Jackson, but the democrats there claim 
they wi!l carry it by a safe majority of 
several hundred. Judge Richardson re- 
turned last night from a canvassing trip 
in Colbert county and departed today for 
Jackson county. He will make a num- 
ber of speeches there and will close the 
campaign in Lawrence county by speak- 
ing at Moulton next Saturday night. 
Captain J. W. Grayson, Hon. A. &. 
Fletcher and R. M. Spragins are making 
an active campaign in this county and 
there is no doubt that they will receive a 
majority of at least two thousand over 
their opponents, Jere Murphy, Jr., J. M. 
Payne and J. W. Roberts, the republican 
nominees. The republican candidates are 
canvassing, but are meeting with no en- 
couragement except from the negroes, 


ARGUMENT IN RIPLEY CASE. 


Judge Major Made First Speech for 
the Defense. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 18—Judge Cn- 
trill delivered his instructions to the jury 
in the case cf Captain Garnett Ripley, the 
Goebel assassination svspect, this morn- 
ing and argument of the case was begun. 

The instructions are practically the 
seme as thos2 given in the case of Caleb 
Powers. The first holds that the de- 
fendant must be found guliity if the 
charge that Ripley conspired with Tay- 
lor and others to progure Goebel’s death, 
as alleged has been proven to the satis- 
faction of +he jury. The second says that 
if the jury believes from the evidence 
to the exclusion of reasonable doubt that 
the defendant and others conspired to 
commit an unlawful] act, and in conse- 
quence of that act Goebel was murdered, 
he is still guilty of murder, though the 
killing of Goebel might not have been the 
criginal object of the unlawful conspir- 
acy. The other Instructions relate to the 
credibility of co-conspirators as witnesses 
anda to other minor points. The court also 
added a ninth instruction, which is to the 
effect that before the defendant can. be 
convicted tha jury. must believé heyond 
ail doubt that the defendant entered into 
a conspiracy prior to January 30th to pro- 
cure and bring ebout Goebel’s death. 

Judge P. W. Major made the first 
speech for the defense. He said Goebel 
was as foully murdered as any human 
being ever was; he did not deny that he 
was killed with a steel ball; that he was 
shot from the secretary of state's office, 
but he believed with an unalterable opin- 
fon that : of

LOUISVILLE TO BE BRILLIANT. 


City Will Be Illuminated During 
Stay of Knights Templars. 
Louisville, Ky., April 18.—R. S. Brown. 
chairman of the decoration and illumina- 
tion committee for the twenty-eighth tri- 
ennial conclave of Knights Templars, to 
be held in this city August 27th-30th, has 
made public the general scheme of decor- 
ations and illumination for the week of 
the celebration. Approximately $50,000 will 
be spent in this way and some of the most 
elaborate decorative effects ever seen in 
an American city will be witnessed. A 
committee from the commercial club is 
now considering the practicability of har- 
néssing the falls of the Ohio river for 
the purpose of utilizing the power. In 
event this feat is accomplished in time 
some marvellous effects in electrical me- 
chanisms are promised. Even with the 
electrical plants at command the local 
Knights Templar promise a number of 
gorgeous displays. : 
The general scheme or illuminations 
provides for three magnificent arches and 
about fifty smaller ones throughout the 
business district of the city. The largest 
structure will be a quadruple electric arch 
at the intersection of Fourth avenue and 
Jefferson street. It will be eighty-two 
feet high, adorned by heroic figures of 
ancient knights in armor and mounted, 
and will be illuminated by 5,000 incan- 
descent lamps. The cost of the arch will 
be $7,000, A quadruple floral arch will be 
bullt at the intersection of Fourth ave- 
nue and Broadway. This will have a 
height of forty feet and will be covered 
entirely with growing plants and flowers. 
It will require over 5,000 palms and potted 
flowers to decorate the structure, which 
will be illuminated by 1,000 electric lights. 
A prysmatic fountain in the center of the 
dome over the intersection of the streets 
will cast a spray of water fifteen feet 
into the air. The third structure will be 
a handsome Templar arch at the corner 
of First and Main streets, thirty-five feet 
high, and to cost about $2,500. All the 
down town streets will be spanned by 
small electric arches built of colored 
lights. The day decorations will carry out 
the templar designs in flag: and banners.

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BAGK TAX MOVE 
WILL CAUSE FIGHT 


Joel Hurt Characterizes the Plan as 
Proposterous . 


WILL MEAN COURT CONTEST 


Hurt Says He Has Not Even 
Considered the Matter. 


COUNTY ATTORNEY WILL INVESTIGATE 


Will Endeavor To Ascertain if 
Franch'ses Have Been Taxed. 
Extracts from His Report. 


“The movement to collect back taxes on 
the franchises of the street. railway com- 
panies is preposterous and I have not 
even considered the matter.” 

This is the manner in which Joel Hurt, 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany. last night characterized the effort 
being made in the board of county com- 
missioners to collect back taxes on the 


street railway franchises. Further than 
this Mr. Hurt would not discuss the mat- 


ter. 

From this statement, however, it Ie 
very plain that any attempt to collect 
the back taxes wil] meet with opposition 
of the most vigorous kind. If the county 
requests the street railway companies to 
pay the back taxes there is no doubt but 


what they will refuse. 

Such action will carry the matter into 
the courts and a legal contest will ensue. 
County Attorney Rosser was instructed 
at the meeting of the board Wednesday to 
investigate and ascertain if the street 
railway companies have paid taxes on 
their franchises in the past, and if they 
have not. if there is any way in which 
the back taxes can be collected. 

It mav be that the county attorney will 
have his report ready for the board at 
its next meeting. The resolution of Com- 
miesioner Walter R. Brown, which started 
the back tax agitation in the board, was 
referred to the county attorney and he re- 
ported Wednesday that the franchises of 
street railway corporations are property 
and are, therefore, taxable. 

In his report County Attorney Rosser 
cited a number of authorities, among 
them extracts from the constitution of 
the state and the general tax acts, to 
show that all property is taxable, except 
that particular class that is exempt by 
law. 

In determining that franchises are prop 
erty, the county attorney says: 

‘‘That franchises of railways are prop- 
erty is now no longer a matter of dis- 
pute. They afte easements and as such 
are universally recognized aS property. 
The courts +g them just as they 
all other kinds of property. They, when 
once granted. can no more be revoked 
than can be revoked a grant of any 
tangible property. The fact that such 
easements are recognized as property is 
the greatest safeguard to all such cor- 
porations. Let it once be recognized that 
sich easements are not property and 
these corporations are submitted to the 
greatest possible perils, but no such perils 
can .be encountered. The courts, both 
state and federal, protect these ease- 
ments just as they do their cars, their 
rails. or any other part of their tangible 
property. If the state should for any rea- 
son or at any time disregard these prop- 
erty rights, the federal court, under the 
federal constittition, at once comes to 
the ald of these corporations and pro- 
tects them upon the theory that these 
easements are property and as such 
under the protection of the federal con- 
stitution.” 

Another part of the opinion reads as 
follows: 

‘“tInder our law the thing to be taxed 
is the railroad and an the track, Over- 
head construction, ikes, ties or rails. 
If our legislature toad intended that these 
various items should themselves be taxed, 
it would have said so. Neither of these 
things, nor all of them taken together, 
make the railroad, but the railroad is 
made up of these and many other things, 
the greatest ee ent of which is its ease- 
ment. The slature taxes railroads, 
which include ail these elements, and does 
not tax all these elements as the means 
of arriving at the railroad’s value. 

‘That our law provides for tie taxation 
of a railroad, rather that the various ele- 
ments of tan pte property that go only 
in part to make up a railroad, is evident 
upon the examination of the law direct- 
ing the return of railroad property for 
state and county taxation.”’ 

In fixing the valuation for taxation, the 
county attorney holds that the franchises 
should be taxed for their fair value. He 
also holds that the collecting of back 
taxes on franchises would be a difficult 
matter, as it would be almost impossible 
to ascertain whether the franchises have 
been returned in determining the valua- 
tion of the property of the corporation to 
be taxed. 

In concluding his opinion the county 
attorney says: 

“There is a certain remedy in the mak- 
ine of future assessments. The taxing 

icerg should see to it that the railroads 
of the: state give in their property, not as

STEEL WORKER 


WILL NOT STRIKE 


Differences Between Them an 


Employers Settled 
MEN WILL BE REINSTATED 


Local Organization of Amalgamated 
Association in the Mills Will 
Continue, but Will Not 
Try to Force Recog- 
nition of Order. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 18.—There will be 
no strike in the plants of the American 
Sheet Steel Company. The trouble that 
broke out in the Dewees Wood plant in 
McKeesport last week and for which a 
strike was threatened of all union iron 
and steel workers in the country, has 
been settled in an amicable manner. 

An agreement was reached to rein- 
state the men claimed to have been dis- 
charged for joining the unton, and to 
maintain existing scale and other work- 
ing conditions until July 1, 1901. 

In explanation of this agreement it was 
stated that the matter will remain in 
exactly the same position as before the 
trouble broke out. The organization of 
the local association of the Amalgamated 
Association among the employees of the 
mill will be continued, though the com- 
pany will not recognize it in any way in 
dealing with the men. The Amalga- 
mated Association stated that they did 
not wish the company to retognize their 
organization at present, and simply asked 
the company to allow the men to do as 
they pleased and act with freedom when 
outside of the mill. 

The company’s officials, on the other 
hand, say that so long as the ‘“‘local” 
among their men does not trv to force 
recognition and the men work under the 
personal agreement with them they 
would not allow any feeling against the 
men. Both sides are satisfied, and the 
strike that has existed for a week has, 
in reality, according to the officers on 
both sides, been due entirely to ® misun- 
derstanding between the two sides of the 
dispute. 

The settlement will bring the matter td 
an issue, it is sald, when the scale for 
the coming year is brought up for settle- 
ment,

Chief of Police Looking After Inside 
Matters of Department. 


ONE DAY’S BATCH OF ORDERS. 


All the Men Imbued With the 
Spirit of Reform Now 
Inaugurated. 


Chief Ball has been turning his atten- 
tion to the inside workings of his depart- 
ment and the result is that he thinks it 
necessary to give his men a little advice 
through the medium of special orders. 

To show how earnestly the new chief is 
seeking to remedy the evils which have 
existed in the department the following 
orders are published, all of which came 
from his office in one day: 

“General order No. 3.—The officers and

“General order No. 5.—The members and

attaches of the Atlanta police force are 
hereby forbidden from having the checks 
issued them on their wages semi-monthly 
cashed other than at the bank on which 
they were issued. They will have said 
checks cashed as early ag possible after 
recefving them. 

‘Special order No. 6.—In future when 
United States soldiers are arrested by 
members of the department the atation 
Sergeants are ordered to designate stch 
fact on the docket opposite their names. 

“Special order No. 7—The captains of 
the force are ordered to secure the pres- 
ent addresses of the members of their 
respective watches and report same to 
me that the police directory may be re- 
vised, 

“Special order No. 8.—Rule No, 122 for 
the governmént of the force wlll hereafter 
be strictly enforced. This rule applies to 
all patrolmen detailed as well as those 
on the street: also all attaches of the de- 
partment. The captains and sergeants 
will not be atloweéd to smoke during their 
tour of duty on the street.”” Rule No. 
122 says: “‘Patrolmen will not be allowed 
during their tour of patrol duty to smoke 
or carry umbrellas or walking canes.” 

“Special order No. 9.—The captains ‘of 
the force are ordered to get the badges 
and wreathes of the members of their re- 
spective watches, attaches included, and 
turn the same in at my office as early as 
possible.’’ 

This last order was for the purpose of 
having the men numbered according to 
their years of service.

penditure for 1901-1902, which, according 


' to a parliamentary paper issued this af- 
_ ternoon, 


totals £187,602,000, inclusive of 
war charges, this being an increase of 


| @32;901,000 over last year. 


Mr. Balfour, the government leader, in- 
directly announced the forthcoming loan, 


saying he hoped to introduce a resolution 
on the subject tonight if possible. 


The chancellor of the exchequer, Sir 


Michael Hicks-Beach, rose at 4:18 p. Mm., 
| amidst rounds of cheers, and commenced 


the budget statement. His opening sen- 
tence was not promising. 

“During the last five years,”’ said the 
chancellor, ‘‘we have been invariably able 
to congratulate the house on a general 
increase in the prosperity of the country, 
“but the year 1900, especially the last six 


‘ months, showed symptoms of a change. 
. Our foreign trade during the year consid- 


erably increased, but in value rather than 
in volume.” 

It was mainly derived, the chancellor 
said, from the high prices of certain 4ar- 
ticles, notably coal, which naturally must 
have injured important industries, espe- 
cially railways. Nevertheless, the rev- 
enue for the past year showed no signs of 
decrease and the exchequer receipts show- 
ed a surplus of £2,865,000 over the esti- 
mates. He was bound to say, however, 
that the excess was due to forestallment 
on dutiable articles. But for this his 
estimates would have been barely real- 

ed. 

"ake chancellor reviewed the various 
items of revenue, mentioning that the 
revenue from beer was £4,000,000 less than 
the estimate. ‘‘That decrease,’’ said he, “‘is 
probably attributable to the fact that 
very many beer drinkers are in South 
Africa, and also to the decrease in the 
spending power of the people, owing to 
the high price of coal. Experience has 
shown that we have practically reached 
the limit in the profitable taxation of 
spirits.” 

The receipts from the death duties were 
£1,500,000 below tise of the preceding 
year, but he had better expectations for 
next year. 

The prolongation of the war and the ab- 
sence of business on the stock exchange 
were responsible for the unsatisfactory 
yield from stamps. 

Increase in Income Tax. 

‘In noting that the yield from the in- 
was £1,150,000 above the esti- 
mate, the chancellor remarked that in 
twelve years the income on which taxa- 
tion was paid had been increased by no 
less than £120,000,000. 

The total receipts amounted to £130,019,- 
000 and the expenditures to £183,592,000, of 
which’ £6,000,000 was for the war in 
South Africa, and £3,000,000 for China. 

The deficit of. £25,307,000 showed that 
they paid £15,413,000 out of the revenue 
for the cost of the war. The total amount 
provided by the state last year aggregat- 
ed the enormous sum of £198,346,000. 

6 4e.the national debt,’’ said the 
chancellor of the exchequer, “it stands 
in painful contrast with last year. But 
the funded debt had decreased £1,425,000. 
April ist the nlational debt stood at £687,- 
600,000, an increase of £55,000,000 on ac- 
count of the war.”’ 

. Turning to the present year, the chan- 
‘eellor of the exchequer said that the total 
estimated expenditure was £f87,600,000. 

On the existing basis it was estimated 
that the. revenue would be £132,255,000, 
leaving a deficit of about 2£55,000,000. 

“How is this deficit to be met?’ asked 
Sir Michael. ‘I will never be responsible 
for the fatal policy of paying the whole 
cost of the war out of loans, without 
putting a reasonable amount on the tax 
payers of the day. The real difficulty. 
‘however, is not so much the cost of the 
war in South Africa as the operations in 
‘China, as this will increase our ordinary 
expenditure, even if the war came to an 
end within three or four months (this 
statement caused groans from the Irish 
-members), or sooner than the honorable 
members suppose. Our ordinary expendi- 
ture would not permit of the remittance 
of the additional taxation proposed for 
war purposes last year. It, therefore, 
becomes necessary to put our expendi- 


.)tures.on broader bases. The country has 


reached a point when it is necessary to 
widen the scope of taxation, but direct 
tax payers. must bear their share of the 
burden. I propose that two pence shall be 
added. to “the income tax, making one 
shilling and two pence in the pound. The 
extra two pence will realize £3,800,000. 
There will be no addition to the wine, 
beer, tea, spirits or tobacco duties. I am 
not disposed to impose a customs duty. 
on manufactured imported goods, as sug- 
gested by Sir Howard Vincent. 
Proposes a Duty on Sugar. 
“The average consumption of sugar 
fifty-six pounds per head. Sugar is taxe 
¢: every other community in Europe aii 
‘gs taxed in the United States. In this 
country taxes remained on sugar long 
gtter the institution of free trade. What 
J propose is not a protective duty, but an 
adequate public necessity has arisen for 
gpome duty, of which the laboring classes 
ehould bear a fair share.

Marietta, Ga., April 17.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence)—With a sweep of his arm 
Judge George F. Gober pointed to a moun- 
tain side in the blue distance and ex- 
claimed: 

“Fifty miles off you may see the spot 
wheregn my Pickens county orchards 
stand.”’ 

It might have required the aid of a 
glass to have seen the trees themselves, 
but the landscape of which they formed 
part were perfectly visible. 

“For one mile along the railroad track 
these orchards run. They are ten days 
later in bearing than the orchards in 
Marietta, and these, in turn, are almost 
three weeks later than those of south 
Georgia, so that you see there is no con- 
flict in market nor glutting of it. So 
happily is Georgia situated in her altitudes 
that she can meet the seasons as they 
come, responding to each sign with suc- 
cess.”’ 2 

The Work of Judge Gober. 
The work of Judge Gober in north 


Georgia has been that of a public-spirited 
citizen performing voluntary duty for his 
state. This section, one of the most bles- 
sed as well as the most backward of the 


} state, has long been suffering for the 


leadership which should give abundance 
to her soi] and find entrance into the 
secrets of her mountain sides. The little 
corn farmer, with no market, no roads, no 
railroads, has been the victim of fate. 
By the building of the Western and At- 
lantic raftiroad he was given an early 
promise, but then it lingered for half a 
century, when the Atlantic and Charlotte 
Air Line pierced another section; but per- 
haps the most effective entrance was that 
of the Marietta and North Georgia road, 
which went into the heart of north- 
east Georgia. The development of the 
marble industry in this.particular section 
drew the attention of capitalists much 
more effectively than did all the talk of 
gold for seventy-five years preceding. 
Still, after all has been said for the 
mining industry, possibly it is a work for 
capitalists and cannot be prosecuted by 
the average citizen, who must work upon 
the surface of the earth. With al] the 
railroads named, the north Georgian was 
still practically without ratiroad facili- 
ties, for a distance of ten miles in a 
broken, mountainous country is more of a 
barrier than twenty miles in a level land: 

Appreciating the fact that what the 
north Georgian needed was variety and 
forms of product readily made merchant- 
able, Judge Gober, frorh experimenting in 
tree culture as a relief from legal study, 
hag developed into one of the largest 
peach-owners in the state, upon new lines, 
and with an entirely new series of condi- 
uons. It was while describing the loca- 
tion of his orchards that he made the 
remark first quoted. For three hours we 
had been driving through the orchards 
nestling around the handsome city of Ma- 
rietta. Hereabout they talk about peach 
orchards in ‘“‘acres’’ instead of in ‘‘trees,’’ 
as elsewhere, one evidence of differentia- 
tion, which is going on. 

*‘Here I have one orchard of thirty-five 
acres,’’ the judge would say, using his 
whip handle as an index. ‘On the hiil- 
side over there I have another orchard of 
forty-three acres which we wili not have 
time to vigit.’’ 

We kept. on driving toward the north, 
and after crossing one hill chain would 
enter another valley, on the protected side 
of which would be found a sixty-acre 
orchard, or one of fifty. For probably 
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twenty miles the scene was one of suc- 
ceeding orchards, all well in hand, and 
bearing signs of close pruning and cul- 
tivation. 

“I was led into this selection of orchard 
sites,’’ said Judge Gober, ‘‘by the knowl- 
edge that after you cross the Chattahoo- 
chee almost every five miles shows dis- 
tinct climatic conditions. Sometimes the 
unfavorable weather .comes from the 
south as well as from the north, and 
when orchards in one section Mmiay be 
nipped from some cause, the others are 
free from it. I have my orchards planted 
sixty miles north and south, so that I 
catch every wind that blows, and escape 
some of them. I have: scattered through- 
out Cobb county over 100,000 peach trees, 
75,000 in Cherokee county and 125,000 in 
Pickens county. 

Advantages of North Georgia. 

*T have discovered many advantages for 
fruit in north Georgia,’’ said the judge, 
“in mentioning which I am _  =~*not 
speaking against any other section. 
The iron in our soil gives a 
different flavor to our peaches and 
colors them so highly that I am sure they 
will be regarded as a different brand in 
the market. As far as I have had ex- 
perience I think there is something in a 
claim for superior shipping quatity, At 
least, there {s no advantage possessed py 
other sections which We do not. equally 
share. 

“Protection against the elements is one 
of the first considerations. Wherever 
the northwest ‘winds find sufficient space 
to swoop down upon the plain, they -wfll 
envelop everything within their grasp. 
An orchard well protected by a range of 
heights cutting off the onslaufht of the 
northwest wind will in ninety-nine cases 
out of one hundred escape danger. In se- 
lecting an orchard site in this country, 
therefore, it is essentia) to give it a 
southeast sun exposure and a northwest 
protection. Every few miles such chains 
of natural guns ome are found in north- 
east Georgia. ring the past five crop 
seasons the Marietta district has made 
four good crops) I selected my Pickens 
county orchard on the mountain side upon 
the advice of a man who had enjoyed 
fruit there for fifty years without miss- 
ing a single season. On the other side 
of the slope there had been failures, but 
on the site of my orchand there had never 
been known a failure since the Indians left. 
Some of the old Indian trees still stand, 
bearing as well as ever. And this makes 
me revert to the advantage of northeast 
Georgia as a fruit section. You can find 
peaches on these old volunteer trees which 
for size, flavor and appearance cannot be 
surpassed by those from the most scien- 
tifically cultivated orchards of other 
places. 

The Fruit Market. 

“A prime consideration in planting peach 
trees is accessibility to markets, and in 
this respect the country between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga is singularly favored. 
The fruit car standing upon the siding is 
between equal hafiing distance of every 
large market in the country. It can be 
directed toward St. Louis, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Baltimore, Philadelphia or New 
York within thirty hours. There its no 
hauling backward or lost space to be 
made up, but every mile is a forward 
one in whatever direction taken. This 
ig an advantage not to be despised, for 
promptness at the selling point is much 
more important than the freight rate. 

‘In fact,” said Judge Gober, “‘if the rall- 
road company will place me in a good

This matter of freights is one which 


has given railroad men and shippers a 
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great deal of trouble. The railroads have 
been blamed for failing to help the ship- 
pers, and the latter have often complain- 
ed of the extortionate rates of the latter.

Railroads generally accom- 
modate themselves to the business which 
is pushed up to a point demanding con- 
sideration. The management cannot give

r, “it will never do to 
ship unmerchantable fruit. Even if the 
railroads should earry it free only the 
best and packed 4nithe most merchantable 
style should be sent. I have only one 
complaint to make against the railroads, 
and that is the discrimination in favor of 
California. From that point the rate 
is onely $1.25 per 100 pounds, while 
from Georgia points it is 80 cents. Thus 
we are not given the full advantage of 
our location. California fruit is carried 2,000 
miles for 45 cents, while we have to pay 
8) cents, about twice as much, for only 
800 miles. I hope that the Southern and 
the Louisville and Nashville, which fix 
our freights, will take care of our growing 
territory better than jhis.”’ 

The Fruit ft Market. 

“The Elberta, whicl\ largely predomi- 
nates in my orchards,\}s as standard on 
the market as corn or bacon. The Fort 
Valley Elbertas are in the market and 
sold out the first two weeks in July, 


whetting the public palate and creating 
the desire for more. Our Marietta EI- 
bertas come in on the 2th of July, filling 
in the next two weeks of the market, 
running it into August. Then the Pick- 
ens county Elbertas’ fill out’ August, 
clearing the biggest profit out of a raven- 
ous market. The late peach pays best, 
because it enjoys the benefit of all the ad- 
vertising given by the earlier varieties. 
While riding through the county I found 
a September bearing tree of no known 
variety. Its fruit was large and luscious, 
rivaling that of the Elberta. I immedi- 
ately bought the tree and began a series 
of budding in one of my orchards. I have 
now 30,000 in the second year. If they de- 
velop and bear such fruit as the original, 
I will then have fruit running clear into 
October. I have not named my new va- 
riety and will not do so until] I see what 
kind of fruit it bears,

formation in regard to fruit growing, my 
first question is: ‘Do you love a tree, and 
watch its growth as you would that of 
your child?

Within five years the country between 
Marietta and Jasper will be a solid fruit 
belt, rich in the varying blooms of peach 
and apple, of plum and pear, while the 
cherry and the grape will be filled with 
juicy bliss.

Mrs. Carrie Nation. 

Editor Constitution—The fact that Mrs, Na- 
tion was born in Kentucky, the happy hunting 
ground of belligerents and fevd-preservers; 
that she lived in Oklahoma, where the womet 
ride and, on provocation, shoot, and spent 
sometime in Missouri, where the manners and 
customs of the wild and woolly west were 
once upon a time not matters merely of 
hearsay—the experience of her life, in fact, 
ag developed through widespread. notoriety, 
tends tg. prepare the on-looker at this very 
modern reformer much as does the lemon given 
before a very bad dose 

The culmination of a lMfetime of deep-rooted 
hatred to lquor (intensified by the death of 
her first husband who died a drunkard) now 
setting the country agog is not the first out- 
break. A year ago she stoned two joints, 
but little more attention was paid to it than 
to her hand-organ performances when on the 
streets of Medicine Lodge she ground out tem- 
perance airs. The climb to her present elevated 
position before the footlightae has been step 
hy step, From the indignation which smol- 
dered in her breast when as David Nation’s 
wife she ‘‘kept the home fires burning,’’ her 
first move outward was with the organ, Find- 
ing this unavailing in exciting interest she be- 
took herself then to the jail, where she 
prayed and exhorted; but meeting with little 
response here she next entered her buggy and 
set forth on a lecture tour through Barber 
county.

Discussing the work Judge Ide sald: 
“The codé covers the subject of the or- 
ganization of courts and of civil proce- 
dure. The judicial. system will consist of 
one or more justices of the peace for each 
municipality: courts of first instance in 
each province. to be presided over by 
judges for a juficial district composed of 
one or more provinces, the judges of 
which will hold terms of court at stated 
periods in each province: and a supreme 
court. to consist of five judges, includfng 
a chief justice. There will Hkewise be 
such municipal and special courts as may 
be needed. and a notarial system similar 
to that which prevails in the United 
States. There is to be an attorney general 
and an assistant attorney general for the 
islands and a prosecuting officer for each 
province, Justices of the peace will have 
jurisdiction in civil actions up to the 
amount of $100 gold, and in criminal ac- 
tions where the offenses do not require a 
penalty exceeding imprisonment for six 
months or a fine not exceeding $50, Sub- 
stantially al] other actions and special 
proceedings will be instituted in courts of 
first instance, and may pass to the su- 
preme couft upon exceptions or appeal. 

“The Spanish procedure was so filled 
with opportunities for appeals at every 
state. and with provisions for challenging 
the competence of judges upon sO Many 
grounds that it was impossible to make 
any progress in litigation, and business 
men refused to enter the courts with their 
controversies because of the delay, ex 
pense: and uncertainty incident of those 
tribunals. The new code is not a reforma- 
tion of the Spanish procedure; ft is an 
entirely new procedure based upon t'® 
general lines of modern procedure in the 
courts of England and the British col- 
onies and some of our own most progress- 
éve codes, The provisions of Spanish law 
for stamped paper in legal proceedings 
are to be abolished. because they were 
& great nuisance to all Ytigants and re- 
sulted in a. large amount of pilfering by 
the clerks and scriveners of the court, 
and produced but little revenue in pfo- 
portion to their annoyance. All the pro- 
visions of the Spanish law whereby 
judges and magistrates are challenged, 
and the litigation tied up until the de- 
termination of all challenges, are done 
away with. All right of appeal upon in- 
terlocutory matters is denied and no ap- 
peal is allowed until final judgment has 
been rendered in the action or proceed- 
ing. but all rights are preserved to the 
litigating parties by exceptions noted to 
the rulings. In other words, but one ap- 
peal is ajlowed, and that at the termi- 
nation of the action in the court of first 
instance, Appeals from final’ judgments 
by fustices of the peace are. of course, 
allowed to the courts of first instance.

STATE CAN GET ANY AMOUNT 


Governor Candler Told His Friends 
in New York That Georgia 
Had Money It Didn't 
Know What To Do 


_ Governor Candler returned from New 
York yesterday morning, having suc- 
ceeded in ascertaining that the state of 
Georgia could borrow the sum of $200,000 
or any other amount it might need in 
case of an emergency. The chief executive 
returned to Atlanta with his mind made 
up to discredit the many rumors to the 
effect that the state’s finances are in bad 
shape. 

“I made no arrangements of a definite 
nature to secure a loan of $200,000,"’ he 
remarked dryly, dismissing all news- 
paper reports to the contrary with that 
one sentence. 

“It would he the height of folly for 
me to proceed with the negotiation of a 
loan when there is money in the treasury 
that may be held to be available to pey 
the present demands. I do not say it is 
available, for Iam no lawyer. Whether or 
not the treasurer will pay the warrants 
drawn on him for the teachers and wid- 
ows is a matter for the treasurer himself 
to determine. 

‘‘When I reached New York,” remarked 
the governor, “I saw it heralded in all 
the daily papers that I had come to town 
to borrow money for the state, and one 
paper stated that I had brought with me 
a bond issue to dispose of. I informed 
the newspaper men that the state of 
Georgia was. well off financially, and, 
in fact, had $600,000 it didn’t know what 
to do with. This latter statement is 
exactly the truth,” 

Went To Ascertain Interest. 

The real object of the visit of Governor 
Candler to the metropolis was to find 
out definitely at what rate of interest the 
state of Georgia could borrow $200,000 in 
case the emergency arises where that 
amount will be needed. Until State Treas- 
urer Park definitely announces his inten- 
tion not to pay out any part of the pub- 
lic property fund no loan will be nec~- 
essary. 

The governor found in New York a 
great demand at this time for money. 
He refused to discuss the business that 
took him to the east, but it is under- 
steod from other officials who werfe in 
conference with him yesterday that he 
found it impgssible to secure a loan 


‘at interest as low as 2% per cent, If the 
state is forced to borrow, therefore, rath- 


er than kite on the public property fund, 
it must pay at least 8% per cent, and 
possibly 4 per cent for the money. 

' Governor Candler, it was further as- 
certained, has gone so far as to select 
the concern in Wall street—the one of- 
fering the lowest interest—from which the 
state will borrow if necessary. He re- 
fused to give the name of the concern. 
He also refused to give the rate of inter- 
est at which the money could be ob- 
tained. 

“I will say this,’ remarked the gover- 
nor, “‘that the market is very tight at 
present. The formation of the big trusts 
in the east has resulted in a great de- 
mand for money, and in order to borrow 
it, a higher rate of interest must be paid 
than heretofore.” 

Is Opposed to Borrowing. 

In view of the condition of the money 
market it is plain to see that Governor 
Candler is more thas ever opposed to ac- 
cepting the alternative in which the state 
will be forced to borrow. He does not 
wish to pay any high rate of interest, 
and will do al) in his power to make the 
contemplated loan unnecessary. 

It is more likely than ever that Treas- 
urer Park will honor the warrants for 
the teachers’ pay as they comeé in to him. 
He appreciates; as well as*the governor, 
it is said, the position in which the state 
will be placed if it is forced to borrow 
money at an .exhorbitant rate. 

Conference Held Yesterday. 

A conference, lasting over two hours, 
was held yesterday afternoon between 
Attorney General Terrell and Treasurer 
Park. At its ‘conclusion the treasurer 
stated that he had still come to no deci- 
sion and migh t do so until the last 
of this week or the first of next. 

In view of the situation made known 
by Governor Candler, the indications 
are that the public property fund will 
be used to pay the teachers of the state 
as well as the widows of confederate 
veterans. 

Treasurer Park stated yesterday that 
from what he could gather there was no 
great demand on the part of the teachers 
for their pay. 

“As I understand it,” said he, ‘“‘the 
eachers, or at least ‘a majority of them, 
wanted to be paid regularly and prop- 
erly.

SAYS CITY ORDINANCE 
MUST BE AMENDED 


Police Hear That Many’ “Telephone 
Exchanges” Will Now Be Es- 
tablished in the City, 
Chief Ball Makes 
a Statement 


Recorder Broyles disr@issed all five of 
the turf exchange cases yesterday morn- 
ing after hearing the arguments of the 
attorneys. This decision was rendered 
on the ground that a bet is not consum- 
mated until it is accepted, and that a bet 
télephoned from the city to the turf ex- 
change outside the city limits is not 
made in the city but at the exchange. 
This was based on several supreme court 


decisions. 

While dismissing the cases, the record- 
er took occasion to state that he did not 
believe in turf exchanges, and thought 
such. places sbould be suppressed by law. 

“The council will, however, have to 
amend the city ordinance,” Recorder 
Broyles said, ‘‘before I can convict under 
the evidence which nas been acduced in 
these cases,”’ 

The evidence which had been given in 
court was, in a few words, simply this: 

A man in the city received money from 
persons who were desirous of betting it 
on horse races. <A place known as the 
Suburban Turf exchange, located outside 
the city limits, wag communicated with 
by the man in town and he stated over 
the telephone that a certain person de- 
sired to bet a certain amount on a certain 
horse. The turf exchange either accept- 
ed or. rejected the bet over the telephone. 

The point in the case was whether or 
not the bet was made in Atlanta or at the 
turf exchange outside the.city limits. Re- 
corder Broyles held th@f the bet was 
made at the exchange anjj not in the city. 

The defendants were. Cijarlie Jones, Mat 
Thrower, H. H. Miller, WW. E. Grogan and 
Pappa, the man who ns a saloon at 
No. 11 South Broad stréet. The telephon- 
ing was done at Pappa’s saloon. 

Cases Argued by Attorneys. 

The cases were argued before the roe- 
corder yesterday morning at 11 o’clock by 
Attorney W. P. Hill, for the city, and 
Attorneys L. Z. Rosser and Lowry Ar- 
nold for the defense. 

Decisions were quoted by the defense 
showing that a bet was made, according 
to law, where it was accepted and not 

where it was offered. 

After he had rendered a decision Re- 
corder Broyles stated to a reporter of the 
Constitution that he sincerely hoped the 
city council would amend the city or- 
dinance prohibiting betting by having it 
explicited stated that no one shall be al- 
lowed to offer to make a bet in the city 
limits or run a place where such offers 
are received and made. 

‘The council will have to amend the 
ordinance before I can convict the men 
for sending bets over the telephone,” 
said the recorder. ‘I may have person- 
ally beliéved that the defendants are 
violating the spirit of the law, but it was 
not so proven in court.”’ 

It was reported to the police yesterday 
afternoon that since the deeision was 
rendered hy the recorder a number of 
places would probably be opened up in 
the city where bets on the horse races 
would be received and telephoned to the 
exchanges. 

There are two turf exchanges near the 
city, both close by the exposition park, 
and since it has been declared not against 
the law to receive bets over the telephone 
from the city, numerous places, so the 
police have been notified, will soon be 


,, opened up to aid the exchanges in making 


books on the races without their patrons 
taking the trouble to go out to the park. 


Chief Ball Makes a Statement. 


Chief Ball says he greatly regrets that 
the defendants were not convicted and 
he relates an incident which came under 
his noticé two days ago.

Weather Will Not Be Cold Enough 
To Bring a Frost. 


NEW MOON IN APRIL [IS PAST 


Weather Man Says, However, That 
Peach Crop Is Never Safe Until 
It Is in Orates.

“The lively fainstorm that ‘swept over 
the ‘city yesterday afternoon does not 
promise of long continuance, according 
We have 
the official prognostication for it that to- 
day will be fair and colde. 

Yesterday’s sullen skies and downpour 
| was the outer edge of the great rain- 
‘storm that has been deluging the lower 
Mississippi and intermediate territory 
the past two days. During the afternoon 
the barometer fell rapidly. Just before 
dusk the storm seemed central over At- 
} fan and was moving in a northeasterly 
direct on. 

There is always an element of uncer- 
easiness. in a threatened fall of the 
temperature, even this late in the sea- 
son, but Professor Marbury said last 
night that he did not anticipate the rain 
would be followed by a cool enough spell 
to endanger the fruit crop or tender 
vegetation, “It has been abnormally 
warm of late,’’ said he, ‘‘and the ther- 
mometer could fall 20 degrees without 
doing the slightest damage.”’ 

The weather buréau’s advices from the 
peach belt continue favorable, and Pro- 
fessor Marbury expressed himself as 
feeling quite secure on the score of a 
late spring blight, “although,’’ he de- 
clared, “it is not best to holler till we 
get out of the woods. The records of our 
office will show light frosts in Georgia 

as late as the Ist of June, and a tempera- 
‘ture close to freezing the latter part of 
April.” 

In this connection Uncle Sam’s weather 
clerk said that the peach trees could not 
withstand unfavorable weather now so

lows the shedding of the bloom .is.the 
most’ critical one in the germination of 
the fruit. The lay prophets have a the- 
ory that all danger is over after the ap- 
April’s new moon.

Dr. Young J. Allen Tells 


of Present Day Condi- 


tions Among the Chinese---Reached 
Atlanta Yesterday.

. ORTY THOUSAND Christian lives 
have paid the price of the present 
crisis in China, a crisis which, says 
_@ high authority, means a total revolu- 
tion of existing conditions, the upsetting 
of ancient customs and bigoted beliefs 
and marks the greatest epoch in the his- 
tory of the far east. Those outrages 
which have drawn the attention of the 
civilized world to China have paved the 
way, Bays the same authority, for the 
civilization of China, according to the most 
‘enlightened beliefs, the opening up of the 
“vast resources of that empire to foreign- 
ers, particularly to the United States, 
and the, in time, complete annihiliation 
of the opinions which have made China 
the. most inclusive and exclusive nation 
in the world. 

This briefly summarizes the opinions of 
‘the Rev. Dr. Young J. Allen, one of-the 
most noted missionary figures in the 
world, who has just arrived in Atlanta by 
way of San Francisco. Dr. Alien reach- 
ed San Francisco on April 8th, direct from 
China; where t:c has been identified with 
missionary work for more than a score of 
years.

commerce affects this country more than 
any other. 

Enormous Price Was Paid. 

In human lives there has been an enor- 
mous price paid by civilization for the 
promised opening of China. Forty thou- 
sand persons have died in be.wwt*...of 
civijization and Christianity there. That 
vast number, some natives, others for- 
eigners, are those who have been mar- 
tyred for their religion. To each of these, 
says Dr. Allen, the Chinese offered life 
in return for a disavowal of Christianity, 
and while some few of them accepted 
this boon, the great majority gave their 
lives in defense of their belief. This in- 
tense devotion to the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity has been particularly  notice- 
able among the native Chinese, says Dr. 
Allen, and the effect of it all will un- 
doubtedly be the spread and general 
dissemination of the knowledge which 
China, in a spirit of exclusive selfishness, 
has for 80 many centuries barred from the 
country.

The 
queen dowager of China, he further de- 
clares, is the real head of the boxer move- 
ment in the celestia] empire, and helped 
the revolutionists actively. This has 
led naturally to a desire among the more 
educated peoples of the far east, for relief 
from the galling fetters of selfishness in 
government and institutions. 

When asked yesterday for a state- 
ment of conditions in China and an ex- 
planation of the causes which have led 
up to these conditions, Dr. Allen said: 

“Such a statement, to be complete, 
would involve a vast deal of thought 
and use up a great deal of space. Af- 
fairs in China are so tangled that it is 
difficult for an outsider to thoroughly 
comprehend the full meaning of events 
there. I’ wi cover this, situation as 
briefly as possible, however. 

“To begin with: The outbreak in China 
was the culmination of the collision 
of the spirit of Chinese civilisation with 
the western civilization. The Chinese 
have dominated, the east for practically 
all time, and now they are not prepared 
to recognize a status of western civil- 
ization. While China has been conquered 
by nfilitary or physical power and over- 
run by the Mongolians first, and then by 
the Tartars, as at present, the Chinese, 
pure and simple, have never been con- 
quered. Ps ss

are physically—in a military sense—their 
superiors, as China is not a military na- 
tion. This is also true in commercial 
aggressiveness, and again, in this respect, 
the Chinese admif the superiority of the 
foreigners.

The civil+ 
ization and culture and\ civilized refine- 
ments which characterize the foreign 
nations of the world are looked upon as 
nothing in China. For the Chinese there 
is but one sun and one ruler on earth, 
and that is the sun which shines on the 
Chinese empire and the ruler who dom- 
Tor -* illustration. Set a lamp on 
one side of a room and attempt to read 
from the light of that lamp while on the 
cther side of the room and the light will 
be, of course, weak. Move nearer to that 
lstrp and of course the light will be 
stronger. Queer as it may seem, that 
shows largely the Chirese idea. They 
hold, no matter what may happen or 
what mav te posaible that.the farther 
away a nation is from China the worse 
off it is. Korea, Manchuria and near by 
places are in the light, according to their 
views, “but the western nations are be- 
yend the horizon; they are in darkness, 
and therefore foreigrers are barbarians. 
The Chinese encourage themselves to be- 
jteve that notwithstanding their subjec- 
ticn to the Manchurians and the Tartars,. 
their civilization is fer and above.the best 
in the world. Therefore, generally, speak - 
ing, the Chinese holds that his relation 
to a foreigner is that of a civilized man 
to a barbarian, aave that he holds himseit 
ag the civilized man. In his eyes the 
foreigner is always the barbarian.

people hardly know that any destitution 
exists. In the matter of-roads, Spalding 
county is especially blessed, and Clerk 
Sorrel speaks of them with pardonable 
pride.

Trial Today in Dalton Wil 
Develop a Sensational 
Fealure

LOCAL DETECTIVES 
WORK ON THE CASE 


House of Sloan Was Burned Down. 
Negro Caught Who Confesses 
and Charges That the fwo + 
Sons Incited the 
Crime. 


Detectives J. B. Connally and James 
Hewitt. of this citv, have unearthed a 
case of arten and assault with intent to 
murder in Dalton. which for heinousness 
and abandonment has few equals in the 
criminal annals of thé state. 

In February last the dwelling and out- 
houses of R. P. Sioan, a respectable and 
prosperous farmer living six miles from 
Dalton, was burned to the ground and 
the conflagration bore distinct marks of 
incendiarism. 

Suspicion rested on Hamilton Wilson, a 


regro farm hand. who soon afterwards 
disappeared, thus weaving the chain 
of circumstances more closely about hiin. 

In the méantime an old feud existing 
between Sloan and his sons, David dnd 
Eugene. were reopened, which resulted 
in the bors inducing ther mother to en- 
ter suit against Sioan for divorce and 
alimony, and that case is now pending in 
Whitfield superior court. 

Following closely on this a murderous 
attempt was made on Sloan's life, as- 
sassins strik:ng him from the rear with 
the sharp end of a plow point. making 
zood their escape. believing the old man 
dead, 

Sloan recovered. however, and then it 
was that he emploved Hewitt and Con- 
nally to investigate the case. 

They traced Willson, the negro, to 
Birmingham. where he was arrested and 
was brought back and placed in Whitfield 
county fal! at Dalton yesterday. 

The two Sloans. whom the officers sus- 
p cioned, were also arrested and placed in 
fail, 

As soon as Wilson was arrested he con- 
fereed to Hewitt and Connally and told a 
shocking story. 

He savs Eugene and Davie Sloan em- 
ploved him to commit the crime of arson, 
their object being the murder of their 
father. 

The negro, so the officers say. and the 
two Sleans deliberately set fire to the 
house in the hope of cremating the elder 
Sloan... who managed to escape. 

The nero confesses also to complicity 
in the attempt to murder Sloan, naming 
the sons as co-conspirators. 

The three men will be given a pfelimi- 
narv hearing before Justice of the Pearce 
Felker. of Dalton. today. Jones & Jones 
will appear for the defendants and George 
G. Glenn and Solicitor General Maddox 
will represent the, state.

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foreigners, but the trouble was the clash- 
ing of two opposite civilizations, ‘The col- 
ligion was inevitable. The Chinese idea 
has always been to include themselves 
and exclude all the rest of the work. 

“As in the case of Sir Robert Hart, 
there are men who might argue a great 
belief in the great civilization of China 
and argue against the action of the for- 
eign nations in their aggressions, and 
might possibly justify the Chinese in 
their resistance. Be that as it may, the 
Chihese themselves recognize the force, 
but will possibly never recognize the fact 
that we have a civilization. 

‘The foreigr.ers move along two dis- 
tinct lines in their aggressions on China. 
Ore.is laid down in Genesis, where God 
created the world and then man and gave 
him dominion over the word and bade 


him multiply. Starting with that idea, 


the western civilization has demanded 
that the world be deveiopei and that 
commerce be exter ded Over every nativn 
and every territory of the world. The 
second lina was the command to disciple 
all nations, and with this idea, too, west- 
ern civilization has started out to occupy. 
the universal earth and promote the wel- 
fare of all nations. The present trouble 
‘was the result of the ent of 

against the selfish idea 


sentiment as to China, there has within 
a few years been a great awaken'ng 
amang the Chinese. A certain element of 
the Chinese are calling for great reforms 
and an adivstment of affairs by which 
they wil] receive the full benefits offerea 
by cther nacions. The Tartars declined 
to recognize any advantages; they would 
rot learn, and rather regarded the move- 
ment towerd a more unfversil knowledge 
of western civilization as an Indication of 
revolution, a movement wWwiich they 
thought was abetted by the foreigners 
because the natives got their knowledge 
from the foreigners.”’ 

Dr. Allen then went Into the Kxovern- 
ment of China at some length. He said 
that there have long teen dissénaions bo- 
tween the Tartare and the pure Chinese 
because of this situation, en4 the reform 
idea which now permeates China. The 
government of the Chinese empire, he 
said, has teen Manchurian for 27 years. 
Further, he said: 

Tartars Fear for Dynasty. 

“The present attitude of the Tartars, 
who are the government, toward the 
pure Chinese is that they feel that the 
dynasty is in danger from the Chinese.

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tlons of China itself, ds represented by 
the faction against the government. The 
Chinese afe more enlightened than the 
Tartars and want progression, while the 
conservative, goternment stands entirely 
for the old order of things. Hence here 
is a complication of the Chinese vetsus 
the Tartars. As a result the government 
now feels against the Chinese and the 
fcreigners as well.” 

A rhase of the situation in China, amus- 
ing albeit scrious, was one recited by Dr. 
Allien at.this point. According .to this 
the feeling against everything foreign is 
so intense that it was in some placcs 
worth a man’s life to wear socks or eye- 
glasses, of even use an umbrella to keep 
the fain off. This, the conservative ele- 
ment said, showed a sympathy for tle 
foreigners, and all these things -were 
strictly tabooed: This feeling ts also heli 
against railroads, telegraph facilities and 
other minor taings. 

‘When the boxer trouble started,’ Lr. 
Allen continued, ‘“‘the boxers refused to 
use guns because they were a foreign 
invention and they did not want to han- 
die anything foreign.”’ 

Speaking in this connection he addcd° 

‘The empress dowager protected the 
boxérs in every possible way. The man- 
darins of the various provinces knew the 
real troubles and knew salvo that the boxer 
move was simply 2 move of the lawless 
against the better class and against re- 
form, but the dowager empress could not 
be perstaded of this fact. She became 
the head of the boxers and many of her 
adv'’ters were prominent as boxers. Shé¢ 
stated that she wanted to get away from 
the foreigners and avoid breathing the 
same air or Hving under the same etn. 
That was the extent of her hatred for 
reform and its representatives. ne 
thought she could get away entirely from 
the fcreigners. But she couldn't. 

“The lower or southern part of China 
has not been affected. The people are 
too well advised, and so, by making the 
treaty, held all of southern China Ih a 
state of peace and quiet. The Chinese 
generally have more enlightened ideas 
than the Tartare and what they demand 
ia that this tendency at residence to put 
down once for all. They want a liberal 
government—in other words, they want 
the emperor restored to power ané safety 
secured to all. This would:aboliah the 
selfish conservatism of the government, 
and in the propér solution of this question 
the Chinese are ag much concerned as 
we are.” 

Speaking of the future of missionary 
work in China and of the commercial 
outlook there, Dr. Allen said: 


Opportunity for Missionaries. 
“The enlightened people and the for- 
eign merchants in Chine say; that if this 
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and the dissemination of civilization 
among nearly four hundred million peo- 
ple. This is the greatest issue that has 
ever risen in the east and it will have, 
if properly settled, a tremendous effect 
on the commerce and future of the United 
States.” : 

Referring to the cost in life of the 
Chinese troubles to Christianity and the 
foreign element of China, Dr. Allen gave 
statistics to show that 183 Protestant mis- 
stonaries had suffered death in defense 
of their religion against the idol worship- 
pers. Sixty of these were men, seventy- 
five women and forty-eight children, he 
explained. In some instances the vyie- 
tims were tortured, in others murdered 
without torture. Forty thousand Chris- 
tians of all classes, including natives, 
had suffered death as martyrs for their 
belief. 

“To every one of these,”’ he added “wag 
given the right to recant their religion, 
but in the vast majority of cases they 
chose to die. This shows how thorough 
has been the missionary work. Life 
meant only the kneeling of the Christian 
before an idol, the burning of an incense 
and then they were forgiven. All wef 
taken to the temples and the proposition 
to recant their religion was made. If the 
Christians refused they were immediate- 
ly put to death, many by torture.”

Aldermanic Board, 


ce FIED AT TWO YEARS 


Duties To Be Prescribed by Ordi- 
mance on Recommendation of 
Board of Health—Ordinance 
Will Go To Council 
for Concurrence. 


The aldermanic board yesterday adopt- 


{ed the ordinance of creating the office of 


* health officer with a few important 


+} amendments, and in this shape it will go 


back to council for concurrence in the 
amendments. 

The board deckled to amend the ordi- 
nance sO as to make the health officer’s 


.term two years instead of four, so that 


his duties shoyld be prescribed by ordi- 
nange passed by the general counci) on 
recommendation of the board of heaith 
and removing the provision giving him a 
horse and buggy as provided in the ordi- 
nance passed by council. 

The health officer ordinance was the 
first matter taken up by the aldermanic 
board at yesterday’s meeting, and the 
rules were promptly suspended so that 
President W. C. Jarnagin, of the health 
board, and Councfimgn Longino might 
be heard from’ with regard to the -mat- 
ter. 

Dr. Jarnagin ‘stated that he had fought 
the ordinance before the general council 
because its scope was too circumscribed. 
The board of health now felt, he said, 
that it would like the general council to 
give that body a health officer who should 
be elected by council, whose duties should 
be prescribed by council and who should 
be under control of the board of. health. 
With such an officer he felt that the 
board of health could be organized and 
put in such shape.as to make it a credit 
to the city. 

Dr. Longino thought the hospital and 
charities committee shou‘d be eliminated 
from the power of. control over the health 
officer. He had no objection to council 
prescribing the duties of such officer, but 
he thought he should be put under the 
control of the health board. 

The Amendment Adopted. 


The ordinance was then read, and all 
of the aldermen began writing amend- 
ments to it. It was thought theré would 
be a dozen or more, but they finally 
dwindled down to four, all of which were 
adopted. 

The most important amendment per- 
haps was that by Alderman Day prescrib- 
ing that the term of office of the health 
officer should: be two years instead of 
four. Alderman Welch opposed this 
amendment, as he thought it would make 
it more difficult to get a good man for 
the place. His was the only negative 
vote, and the amendment was adopted. 

Alderman Welch proposed two amend- 
ments, both of which were adopted. The 
first struck out the language with refer- 
ence to the duties of the health officer 
and provided that such. @uties should be 
prescribed by ordinances passed from time 
to time by the general council upon the 
recommendation of the board of health. 
The second struck out the provision giv- 
ing the health officer a horse and buggy. 
It was suggested that the board of health 
could make provision for such horse and 
bugey in case of necessity. 

The only other amendment was one 
providing that the election should be heid 
on the first Monday in July instead of 
the first: Monday in May. 

The ordinance as adopted provides for 
the election of a health officer by the gen- 
eral council on the first Monday in July 
next for a term of two years at a salary 
of $2,400 per annum. The health officer 
is Mable to impeachment and trial. No 
member of the board of health is eligible. 
The duties of the health officer, who will 
act under the direction of the board of 
ore ge will be prescribed by ordinance at

SUPERINTENDENT M’MAHAN 
ON ATLANTA’S SCHOOLS 


Professor John J. McMahan, superin- 
tendent of education of South Carolina. 
left the city last night for Winston, N. 
C., to attend the educational conference 
there, after spending two days in At- 
lanta inspecting the public school system 
of this city. 

Professor McMahan spoke = an Inter- 
esting and congratulatory manner of the 
rublic school system of Atlanta, and says 
he has g<thered many valuable sug- 
gestiors of which he will make use when 
he gets beck to his state. Speaking of 
his visit to Atlanta yesterday he said: 

“In my work in South Carolina I feel 
the need of knowing what is being done 
in the best schools of cther states, and 
especially in the schools of the larger 
city systems. where one may expect to 
find the highest standard of equipment 
and methoas. My inspection of the At- 
lenta public schools for the last two days 
hes proven suggestive and instructive. 


I shall carry home with me some facts 
with which to reinforce arguments for 
certain improvements in our schools, 
“Engagements elsewhere have so lini- 
ited my time that I could visit only five 
of the schools in this city—the two high 
schools and the schools on Calhoun, Wil- 
liams and Marietta streets. But from 
these one can judge of the whole system. 
As a distinguished professor used to say, 
when putting a short examination on the 
blackboard, ‘You don’t have to eat a 
whole ox to judge the quality of the beef.’ 
**T should have preferred not to be asked 
to give my impressions for publication 
here. My purpose wus to gather the ma- 
terial with which to ‘point a moral and 
adorn a tale.’ for South Carolina, not 
for Atlanta. 
“I saw enough of the Girls’ High school 
to be impressed with the convicticn that 
there the teaching is strong and the work 
of a high order, and the one recitation I 
attended in the Boys’ High school was 
a satisfactory. This strong fea- 


turé of the Atlanta school system is espe- 

clally gratifying because it is in the so- 

celled high school tha€ many school sys- 

teat hg are _wesk; the work is flabby and 

tne) # me of the puplis largely frittered 
ee 

“In the grammar sehools all the teach- 
ing was good, but that in the primary 
grade is extraordinary. I was gratified 
to learn that in Atlanta the dignity and 
worth of a primary teacher {fs appre- 
ciated, and to be transferred to the low- 
est grade is promotion in salary and in 
honor. Not by any ‘means all of the 
city schools’ in Sotth “Carolina have 
learned this. 

“Another admiral feature of the At- 
lanta schools is the training in sight- 
singing. In the seventh grade of the 
Williams street school I was especially 
pleased with the misic. I wish I could 
say ‘as much for the drawing in the At- 
lanta schools. I trust that a special in- 
structor will soon be provided in that 
most ‘important department. 

“In manual training a good beginning 
is being made, but I was surprised that 
this had .been delayed until this year. 
It seems that even in the great city of 
Atlanta, the capital of the Empire State 
of the South, the school board is ham- 
pered for want of funds. 

“I was delighted with the shop for 
woodwork in the Boys’ High school, but 
this is inadequate to the needs of the city 
and similar shops should be fitted up 
at several other schools so as to be 
accessible to all the boys. The work 
done in the shon wWithin the last few 
weeks is astonisning. 

“In Atlanta, as In my own state, the 
schools are overflowing with numbers. 
More room is needed if the children are 
not to be turned away, and more teach- 
ers are needed if the quality of the work 
is not to be sacrificed. 

“Superintendent Staton and Assistant 
Suverintendent Landrum have, by their 
special knowlecve ard their cautions at- 
tention, enabled me to take in the salient 
points of the systém in a very short 
time and made my Stay so pleasant that 
I cannot forget them, their schools and

PATHETIC CASE OF VETERAN 
IN INCURABLES’ HOSPITAL 


There is a confederate veteran in the 
King’s Daughters’ Hospital for Incura- 
bles on Church street whose case has 
developed a very interesting story. 

Argule Taylor Guy is the name of the 
veteran and he enlisted in the war in 
1863 in the Tenth Alabama cavalry under 
General Joseph Wheeler. Last Monday 
afternoon the veteran was taken from a 
dingy room in the rear of 13 Whiteha? 
street, where he was sick, helpless and 
alone, and carried to the hospital. | 

The condition of Mr. Guy became 
known to Messrs. J. 8S. Chiles, J. R. 
Gregory and J. C. Hardee, who at once 
interested themselves in his welfare. 
The veteran was found in a little dirty, 
dusty room, which was accessible only 
from the rear. of the building and by 
means of rickety stairs. The veteran 
was lying on a cot in the little room 
with no one to assist him or speak a 
comforting word. Food had been carried 
to him at-times by people in the neigh- 
borhood. 

It is stated that the room had not been 
cleaned for a year and it is also said 
that the dust was apparently an inch 
thick. Application was made last Friday 
to the King’s Daughters’. hospital for 
the veteran, but he could not be received 
then, as there was no spare bed in the 
hospital. The three above named gentle- 


men, however, determined that it was 
necessary that something should be done 
to relieve the situation and Mr. Chiles 
began at 11 o’clock -Monday morning to 
raise a fund with which to purchase a 
bed. His efforts met with success and 
Shortly after 6 o’clock Mr. Guy was 
comfortably located tn the male ward 
of the hospital, with tender hands to 
administer to his wants. He was car- 
ried to the hospital in the Grady hospital 
ambulance. 

All of the facts fn the case contribute 
to render it one of the most pathetic 
that has attracted ‘public attention in 
Atlanta in some time. Mr. Guy is an 
Alabaman by birth,. having been born in 
that state May 13, 1845, but his home 
and family are at present in Booneville, 
Miss: It is learned that he is highly 
connected and that he has formerly 
been in’ good circtimstances. According 
to his statement he: and his wife each 
owned a plantation in Mississippi, but 
he converted his plantation into a hotel 
for his wife. He says that afterwards 
his wife would have nothin~ to do with 
him. 

During his service In the war it is said 
that he was shot were times, once seri- 
ously. 

He is not a mealbér of either of the 
confederate camps of Atlanta, but the 
veterans of this city’ have signified their 


willingness to assist him.
